their Intereſts and Opinions, I know: 
| not whatto think of it; becauſe I know 


not the Reaſons for which he did it ;

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but ir is an unhappy amuſement at ſuch 
4 time as this, to which a Wiſe Man, 
who had well confidered Conſequences, 
would not have given the occaſion. I 
hope it may end all in noiſe, without 
any milchievous Effects; . but confider- 
ing how many there are, who are very 
watchful to improve every Accident to 
the Diſturbance of the Government, 
and to unſettle mens minds, I cannot for- 
bear gtving you my TI houghts about it ; 
tho my tender regard for the Perſon 
concerned, would have made me filent 
at any other time: | 

| can ealily apprehend leveralR eaſons 
which might move VV ile and Good men, 
wherethere are no greater and more prel- 
{img Obligations to the contrary, rather 
to chule an Eccleftaſtical Preterment 
void by Death or Ceſhon, than by 
Deprivation ; butour preſent Circum- 
itances 
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ſtances are ſuch, as ought to over-rule 
all Niceties ; the miſchiets of ſuch a Re- 
fulal being ſo intolerable, as nothing 
can excule,, much leſs juſtifie it, but the 
abſolute unlawfulneſs of ſucceeding in 
ſuch Preterments, while the Deprived 
Biſhop lives ; which would be'very odd 
for them topretend, who have fubmit- 
ted to the preſent Government. Toſa- 
tisfie you in this matter, I ſhall briefly 
conlider the firſt fort of Reaſons, and 
ſhew that they are no Reaſons in our 
Circumſtances ; and then examine the 
Lawtulneſs of the thing it {elt. 

As forthe firſt, It may ſo happen, 
that the perſon Deprived, and the per- 
ſon to be Promoted, have been old and 
mtunate Friends; and this may grate 
hard upon the perſon to be Promoted, 
to ſucced in the Chair of one whom he 
loves, whoſe Misfortune he pities ;

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: H_ he greatly  values'for his -othor 

many cl Qualities: Now if torefulſe 
' ſuch a Preferment, would keep my 
Friend pollefled of -it, there were-ſome 
ſenſe in this ;* but I know no other 
cafe, wherein tis thought a Breach of 
Friendſhip to ſucceed a Friend in a/Pre- 
ferment which he has'loſt;' and which 
the Law fays 1s 'not, -and hall not be 
'his; when there is no ſuſpicion of foul 
playm ſapplanting him, any more than 
toſucceed a dead Friend: 'Friendfhip'is 
lo far from being 'any Reon againſt 
it, that it ſhould 'make it defrrable to 
both ; to one, That his'Friend:may get 
wha*® he has loſt; :to-the other, That he 
may have opportunity, if there be ©c- 
cafion for it, to'make his 'Friend's 'Mis- 
fortune more- eafie , than 'a Breaiiger 
would do.

Biſhops to exertiſe that Authority, 
which they have loſt; and to ſucceed 
in the Covernment of ſuch vacant 
Sees, unleſs ſuch Churches muſt be de- 
prived of the Epiſcopal Authority, 


while their deprived Biſhops live. 


And this brings me to conſider the 
lawfulneſs of the thing it ſelf, which is 
fo evident when. ſet ina clear light, that 
it will admit of no. diſpute with Men 
of Senſe, 

In a late Letter ſaid to be ſent. to 
Doctor 5 and now printed 
on the Backſide of a. ſcandalous

Clerey, and the Regulating atidi'Orz 


dering the Externals of Religion: As 


the making and: depoſing' Biſhops, 
when there is juſt Cauſe for it!; be- 
longs to rhe'Supretnacy;- which: Au- 
thority' was exerciſed: by the Fewiſh 


Kings over the High Prieſt hitniſelf : 
and to reſolve alt this into a meer! Ec- 


cleſtaftical Authority; is: to ſet up' a 


Pope; or a Presbytery), or & National : 
Synod, above the Suprear Power; 
and ' 
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and we may as well ſay at this day, 
that the Supream Power has no Au- 
thority to make a Biſhop, becauſe by 
the ancient Canons and Practice of the 
Church, a Biſhop ought to be treely 
and canonically ele&ted by the other 
Biſhops of the Province, or by the 
Clergy and People of the Diocels; as 
that it cannot depoſe a Biſhop from 
the exerciſe of his Epiſcopal Authori- 
ty within their Dominions, without 
a Synod or Council. 

3. Whea a Church is incorporated 
into the State, an offence againſt the 
State is a'Juſtreaſon to depole a Biſhop 
from the exerciſe of his Epiſcopal Au- 
thority in ſuch a State :, Eſpecially if 
{uch Biſhop or Biſhops wholly diſown 
the Authority and'Government ofthe 
State, and refuſe to ſubmit to it: T he 
denial of the King's Supremacy in 

| Eccle- 
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Eccleſtaſtical Cauſes, was thought a 
good Reaſon to depole Bithops ; and 
to deny their Civil Authority, is ſome- 
what more than that. This 1s as cer- 
tain and evident, as that the Church is 
and muſt be Incorporated into the 
State; for if Biſhops, who oppoſe 
and diſown the Authority of the State, 
mult not be depoſed from the Exer- 
ciſe of their Authority in ſuch a State, 
then the Church mult be divided from 
the State, and be independent on it ; 
ſuch Men may be Biſhops of the 
Church who are no Subjects of the 
State; which is a contradiction to the 
very Notion of a Church incorporated 
with the State. 

4. And theretore we muſt diſtin- 
ouiſh between an Eccleſtaſtical and Ca- 
nonical depoſition of a Biſhop for 
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Herefie, or ocher Eccleſiaſtical Crimes ; 
and a State deprivation. LI he fir{t con- 
cerns the Character, and Eccleſiaſtical 
Communion ; it is the cenſure of the 
Church, which concerns him as a Bi- 
ſhop; and when it is ratified and con- 
firmed not only by a Provincial or Na- 
rional Synod, but by a General 
Council, ſuch a depoſed Biſhop is no 
longer a Biſhop of the Catholick 
Church, and no Chriſtian muſt Com- 
municate with him as a Biſhop : Bur 
a State-deprivation does not concern 
che CharafQter ; ſuch a Man may be 
a Biſhop of the Catholick Church 
ſtill, if he do not fall under Church- 
Cenſures, for Fercfie or other Crimes ; 
but it only concerns the Exerciſe of 
his Epiſcopal Authority in any Dio- 
cels within the Dominions of that 
State, 
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State, or enjoying any Eccleſiaſtical 
Benefice in it. And it we will not 
allow the Supreme Power of a Nati- 
on to judge, who ſhall be Biſhops in 
their Dominions, and enjoy the Re- 
venues of the Church, which are the 
Gift of the State ; you leave the Su- 
pream Power no Authority or Juriſ- 
diction over Eccleſiaſtical Perſons. 

5. And this makes agreat difference 
between ſucceeding an Orthodox Bi- 
ſhop uncanonically depoſed, and ſuc- 
ceeding an Orthodox Biſhop depri- 
ved by an Act of State, If a Bilhop 
'be depoſed by an Heretical Synod 
upon falfe ſuggeſtions, and publickly 
known to be talle ancl malicious, and 
be own'd and acquitted by a Conncil 
of Orthodox Biſhops, it is Ulſurpa- 
rion to invade his See, a breach of 


D 2 Catholick 
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Catholick Communzton, and a Schilm 
in the Catholick Church, which was 
the Caſe of Arhanaſeus and (George of 
Cappadocia, who ſucceeded him : But 
if a Biſhop otherwiſe Orthodox, is 
ouilty of ſuch an Offence againſt the 
State, that he is deprived of the Ex- 
erciſe of his Epiſcopal Office, neither 
the Faith nor the Communion of the 
Church is concerned in it, but only 
the Authority of the State, which 
obliges both the Clergy and the Laity in 
ſuch caſes ; and when neither the Ca- 
tholick Faith nor Catholick Communi- 
0n are concernd,” it can be no Eccle- 
Gaſtical Offence to ſucceed in ſuch a 
Biſhoprick, but a due ſubmiſſion and 
compliance with that Authority, to 
which the Church in a Chriſtian Narti- 
on ought to be ſubjeR.

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The reaſon why theſe Matters 
are not fo acurately diſtinguiſhed by 
ſome Men, is becauſe they were not 
at firſt diſtinguiſhed when the Empire 
became Chriſtian, and the Church was 
at firſt Incorporated into the Stare. 
The Zeal of the Chriſtian Emperors 
for the Service of the Church, and 
that great Opinion which at that 
time they deſervedly had of the Piety 


and Prudence of the Governours of 


the Church, made them leave the Go- 
vernment of the Church in the ſame 
ſtzxte they found it in, when the 
Church was a diſtin& Society from 
the State; and im conſequence of this, 
they reſerved all Cauſes relating to Bi- 
ſhops to the Cognizance 'of their own 
Synods , without diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween Offences againſt the State, which 


properly 
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properly belong ro a Civil Cognizance, 
and thoſe which were of a pure Eccle- 
Gaſtical Nature. This ſoon creared 
oreat trouble to Princes, and by de- 

rees grew into the Omnipotent Power 
of the Biſhop of Rome, which domi- 
neered over Emperors themſelves, and 
{et the Church above the State. 

The Reformation of our Church 
began with the Reformation of this 
Abuſe and Church-Ulſurpation., and 
retored our Princes to that Suprema- 
cy, which both the Laws of God, 
and the reaſon and nature of Sovereign 
Powcr gives them over all Perſons, in 
all Caufes, as well Eccleſiaſtical as Ci- 
vil : And now an Offence againſt the 
State, is as juſt a Reaſon for a State- 
Deprivation by the fole Authority of 
the State, without the Authority of 

Synods 
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Synods or Councils ; as Herefie and 
Schilm, and other Crimes are of Ec- 
| clefiaſtical Cenlures. 

| This Authority, as I obſerved before, 
the Jewiſh Kings exerciſed even over 
their High-Prieſts, as Solomon depoſed 
Abiathar tor following Adonijab to 
make him King, and placed Zadock 
mn his ſtead ; which wasa pure State- 
CQuarrel, and done by his fole Autho- 
rity, without conlulting the Sanbedrin 
in it. Thus when Fudea was under 
the Government of the Romans, they 
changed the High-prielts every Year ; 
tho by the Inſtitution of God it was 
for Lifes and: this in our Saviour's 
Days, who never reproved them for 
it, nor ſeparated himſelf or his Diſei- 
ples from the Communion of ſuch 
Schiſmatical Uſurping High-priefts, who 


{uc- 
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ſucceeded in the places of ther living 
Predeceſlors without a Canonical De- 
poſition. The Grand Signior at this 
Day makes and unmakes the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople at pleaſure, and no 
Man blames the Patriarch who ſuc- 
ceeds. 

Dr. Sherlock in his Preface to the 
Caſe of Allegiance, took notice of this 
as matter of Fa&; without enquiring 
into the Reaſons. His Anſwerer had 
nothing to return to it, but by deny- 
ing th: legal Authority of this Go- 
vernment ; which 1s juſt nothing to the 
purpoſe: For it a Jegal Government, 
by their Authority and Supremacy, 
candepole Biſhops, and promote New 
ones ; then all their Arguments againſt 
ſucceeding in the Sees of ſuch Biſhops 
as are not Canonically depoſed by an 


Eccle- 
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Fcctcfraſtieal Authorky; ares _ 
oſt - and* befrdes that, if this Anſwer 
be good, . no man ought to queſtion 
thele new Promotions, - who owns the 
Authority of "the \proſene Govern- 
ment.

Biſhopricks, ' while/the tor- 
mer Popiſh Biſhops were living, and 
not Canonically depoſed by any Act 
of the Church, -Buc'only by”. #he'Ama- 
thority bf the Seate | and. there. denying 
thc Sahil of this: King,” 'was one, 
and none of the leaſt of thoſe Dodrines, 
which they Wete* os 14 for-$andger 


that 
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that only rejeds the King's Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Authority ; and therefore as it is 
only an Offence againſt the State, fo 
it isa much leſs Offence, than utterly 
to renounce their Authority in Civil 
and Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes, as our de- 
prived Biſhops now do. 

I ſhall not need to enlarge on theſe 


_ things, which are plain and obvious at 


the firſt Propoſal : It you have any
